Council niiilTs has the distinction 
of having within ils immediate 
vicinity one of the foremost of (he 
state in.s(i(uiions — the Iowa .school 
for the Deaf. The school is local 
ed abou( (liree miles soul hea.'-( of 
(he cily, and s(ands on a bcjuuiful 
elevation in llu> midst of KiO iicivs 
of (ields and t; roves. Here on an 
average :{()() of Iowa's ohildren a(1lic(- 
ed in the res|)ocl that unlike their 
more fortunate brothel's and sisters 
they had l)e(Mi deprived of the 
sensesoT hearingsfX'eeli, liud a home 
and reiM'ivt' an education which tils 
them to go forlh and battle with Ihe 
world, lleie these chihlren are 
trained (o l>ecome useful memboi-s 
of society. It is in no aena(> .-in 
afiylum, but Miniply wh,«vt its namt> 
implies, a school m.iintaincd by th<> 
s(a(c, wi(hou( expense (o the j>upil. 
In addition to Ihe manual alphabet 
and sign language, liprea'ling and 
articulation me taught' Practical 
education is one of (he features of 
the school and the girls receive a 
lliorough training in housework, 
sewing, fancy needlework, dress 
makingand cooking, wliile the boys 
are taught (aiming, gardening, 
priiKing, c.iiTx'idering, shoeinakiiig 
and baking. 

Tht> iiis(i(,ulion. loca(c<l .is it is 
in the midst of 160 acres, is 
practically a little world of its own. 
The approaches to Ihe m.-^in build- 
ing are avenues of stately trees, 
and the grounds present a pleasing 
appearance to the eye. TIm> main 
building of the institution is an 
imposing edifi<'e of brick and stone, 
ami stands on a beautiful elevation 
fiom which a magnifieerit view of 
tlie surrounding eiuintry, with 
Lak(< Manawa in the distance, can 
be obtained. In tlie center it is 
five .stories high with a forty-foot 
tower, and the east and weSt wings 
are each of four stories. The 
entire length of this building is :$20 
fi'Ot and its width is sixty feet. 

The east wing or girls' hU\o is 
occupied on the third and fourth 
fioors by the girls' dormiloiies. 

Tlie second floor is wsed for 
guest chambers, girls' sitting 
rooms, girls' study rooms and the 
sewing department. 'Hie l)a.semcnl 
contains the girls' bath and clothes 
rooms, the female domestics' sleep- 
ing apartments, storer(X)ni and 
girls' play room. The west wing, 
or boys' side, has 911 the third floor 
Ihe smaller boys' doimitory, while 
the fourth floor contains the larger 
boys" sleeping apartments. Every 
l)oy has a nice iron cot to himself. 
On Ihe second floor are to be found 
the boy;^' slu<ly and reading rooms. 
In the basement are the boys' bath 
rooms and clothes rooms, sleeping 
rooms for the male help and Ihe 
flower department, witli a con- 
servatory attached on the outside 
in rear of Ihe building. Here the 
pupils ar<> taright to raise and eaie 
for plants «)f all kinds. 

On the fifth floor of the central 
building is located the hospital, 
which is a complete institutitm in 
itself, having hot and coTtl water, 
steam heat, elect rie light and gas, 
balh room and toilet rooms, \)antry 
and separate rooms for Ihe nurs<>s. 
'Inhere are separate apartments for 
the boy invalids and the sick girls, 
rooms for parentis who may wish to 
be near their children when sick, 
doctors' r<x)nj and (he dispensary. 
'I'here is a preliminary ward forcon- 
(agions diseases ami a sep.'vra(e hos- 
pital, isolated and secure, f*n the 
care of patients suffering from in- 



fections and cont^agions diseasf^s. 
An elevator from thoba.s<'meiil runs 
to the hosjiital with intermedi.ite 
landings on the floors l)efow. 

HRSrLTS OK SANITARY CARE. 

Owing 'to the careful attention 
that has been paid to the sanitary 
requirements of tho school there is 
as a rule but v'ery little sickness 
among the pupils and the records 
show (hat there has been but one 
single death during Ihe laai seven 
years. 

The fourth floor of the central 
building was formerly occupied fyr 
chapel purposes, but is now divided 
into large airy rooms for the larger 
boys' dormitories. The third door 
is occupied by the rooms of the resi- 
dent mal«i and female teachers. 

These rt)oms are tastily furnished 
and as far as prael livable in an 
insti(n(ionof such asize every home 
comfort is j)rovided for both the 
pupils and (he(eachers. 

The second or oflice floor contains 
the parlors, (wo guest chambers, 
public, and privaie oflice of the 
su|>erint('iidiM\( and (he living rooms 
of th(> superintendent ami matron. 

In the guests' parlor can be seen 
on the walls many beautiful speci- 
mens of paintings in oil, water 
color and crayon, all Ihe work of 
pupils of the iiislilntion. Both the 
oflice and sleeping appaitment of 
the superintendent is connected by 
telephone with every department 
and building of the school, so that 
he can be called or consulted if 
necessary at any time of the day 
or night. The office in which (he 
valual>le recoi-tls of (he inslitulioii 
arc kep( is ]>i-o(ectiMl by .i burglar 
alarm system. 

The basement or (irst s(or,v of (In- 
central {M)itionof the main building 
is divided into (wo large rooms de- 
signctl and used as pla.\ rooms, nno 
for (he boys and (he other for tlie 
girls. The means adopled to \)vo 
tect he luiildiiigaml inii.dcsagainsl 
fire are extensive. On each floor 
there ai<> two standpipes with 
valves and hose attacked, leading 
water dii eel from the reservoir on 
the hill, which jdTords ample i>res- 
snre. Fn addition there are I wo im- 
mense cisterns !idjaccut to the 
buildings with pumps jible to throw 
a powerful st ream on the building 
if re<iiiire<l. Every nxim in the 
building hits electric lijrht ami steam 
heat, l^ndernealh the entire slruc- 
ttire a tunnel runs from Cjist to 
W(>st with an oulsidi^ o|x>ning allow- 
ing pure fresh air to penetrate every 
space within its confines. 

Immediately in Ihe tear of and 
adjoining Ihe main building is an 
addition orecf^Ml in 1890, in whit-h 



specimens in gla.ss cases of l>eautifnl 
embroidery, the work of pupils, 
and s;i 111 pies of siioes manufai'turcd 
by the l»oys, r.inging from the 
daiidy patent leather slipper fit to 
grace the foot of the first lady of 
the land, to Ihe heavy boot of the 
ploughman. On the walla are the 
group photographs of every gradu- 
ating (da.ss since the inslitulioii was 
founded. 

Above these rooms and in rear of 
the gallery, in the third sroiy of Ihe 
building, are four large slee|)ing 
ajiartments for oflrcers of the insti- 
tution. 

Immediately in rear of the pupils 
dining rnom is situated the kitchen. 
It is a two story luiilding, <<oiitain- 
ing on the fii-st floor two pantries, 
steam room and kitchen proper. 
The floor is of cement, the ceiling 
of corrugated iron and Ihe walls 
plastered. Two diiml* waiters lead 
from this floor to the thiee rooms 
alu)ve, used respectively for helps" 
dining room, ofHoers' and teachers' 
(lining rooms and the su|M>rinleii- 
dcnl's private dining room. The 
laundry, at the rear of the kitchen, 
is a large two-and-a-lialf story 
buihling, witli basenu>nt or cellar 
below. Here are placed the five 
large boilers whicli suppl.v (he 
s(eam for heat and power. On (he 
(irst floor is the laundry-proper, di- 
vided into three rooms, receiving, 
suppl.v and wash and .steam nnim. 
A small engine* runs the washers, 
wringers and mangles atu>ve. On 
Ihe sec(md floor is the iicming de- 
partment. IFere is situated (he 
ironing .school, where the girls are 
taught, iiinler comp<'lenl teachers, 
(his impoitant l)i;inch of household 
work, comm<'ncing wi.h Iheimning 
of a pocket handkiM-chief an<l end- 
ing wher. they can (iivn f •< •> "'cvy 
white titess sliirl. 

The sdiool hous(> is iiiiiia oi 
brick, two stories high, besides a 
basement and altic, with a slate 
nxif. It is located on i\ gentle 
eminence al a distance of about 
fifteen rods from tlie main build 
ing. The location afford.s a view 
of landscape scenery acoss the Mis 
•souri to ils banks on the Ncliraska 
side, with Laki> Man.iwa juid Ihe 
cities of Omaha and Council Bluffs 
in th(^ distance. 

The first and socftnd floors each 
liave five scliot>l rot)ms on each side 
of a hall passing through each story, 
m.iking twenty large, well ventilat- 
ed recital ion rooms, eacli of which 
is snviplied with individual folding 
desks for the pupils .ind heated by 
steam from I tie boiler hous(>. The 
iHM'italion rooms average 20x!i(1 feel 
and a blackboard four and a half 
fwl wiile extends around all the 



are located the pupils' dining room_^, walls of each room. TluMe are 

ade<ivate cloak rooms for both bovs 



and the large ch.'ipel. The entire 
lower floor, seventy l).v eigh(.v.fiv<> 
feet, is assigned as a pupils' dining 
room, access to which is had l>.v 
doors on the east and west sides, as 
well as by hallways leading direct 
from the bo.vs' and girls' play rooms 
The same sysioni of steam heat, gas 
and electric light prevail? here as 
elsewhiM-e. The cliapel on the 
second floor is seventy f<H>l long, fifth 
feel wide ami twenty-five feel high. 
An elevated platform or stage covers 
Ihe center of Ihe south wall, while a 
lojig gallery runs Ihe eiiliiv width 
on the north side, thus .affording alt 
facilities for a large convenient au- 
dience room. (>n the walls are to be 
seen the following mottoes in large 
letters: "Honesty," "Integrity," 
"Economy," "Industry," "En- 
ergy. " This chapel is used as the 
assembly room of the institution and 
fre<|uenll.\ here the superinlcmhMit 
assembles (he pupils of an «'vening 
and (alks (o thetn. Hcie the com- 
menceinont exercises are held, and 
on Sunday the regular religious 
services. 

LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The space remaining bet ween (he 
chapel and (lie main building is 
divided in(o commodious rooms fen- 
library, reading room, museum, 
board room, anperintendonl's main 
oflice and b<x)kkeeper's oflice. In the 
museum is a fin(< collection of 
sturt'ed birds and specimens of 
minerals. In the library there aiv 
;i,0(H) well-selected volumes, neatly 
bound, and their condition shows 
the care wi(h which the pupils 
handle Ihem. Adjoining Ihe li- 
brjiry is a I'ozy readingToom.

INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENTS. 

'l''he industrial departments ot 
the school are one of the main 
filatures of tho instilulion. lleiv 
(he boys are (aught (he trades of 
piinter, carpenter or shoemaker. 
Tht> industrial school liuilding 
consists of a main structure with a 
south wing and is so constructed 
that if (he needs of the institution 
require it a north wing can be add- 
ed al any time. The center build 
ing is ftu'ty feet front and thirty-six 
feet wide and, including l>asement, 
three stories high. 'I'he basement 
floor, provided with an area space 
of six feet on the west and noitli 
sides, giving ample light and venti- 
lation, is occupied by the broom 
making department. It also 
coidains the steam cylinder press 
on which the weekly paper of (he 
institution, "The Deaf IFawke.ve," 
is printed, all the W(uk ot composi- 
tion and printing l)eing done by 
the pupils, and typographicall.v the 
paper is uudoubte<lly-a gr.^at credit 
to (he young men lesponsible for it. 
On (he second floor is (he composi- 
tors' room, or (he printin.sj office 
proper. It is provided with all 
rea.sonable mmlern improvements 
and is entitled to favoraltle com- 
pari.son with any printing office 
of similar dimensions in (he s(a(e. 
One room is <levo(ed to chalk 
plale work, and some of (he pupils 
have developed considerable pro- 
ficiency in this art, to which the 
paper testifies. The entire building 
is lighted l>y electric light, controll- 
ed l).v switches on each floor, and 
is heated by steam from I Ik? boiler 
house. It has fifty windows, provid 
ill!' niiiro llian aninh- liLilil add V(Mi- 



tilation. Tlie south wing is «ighty 
feet long and thirty feet wide. The 
basement is<K'Ciipied by btiiler and 
engine rooms and paint shop. On 
the south side of the ground floor ia 
the carpenter shop proper, while the 
north io«mi is the machinery hall in 
w^Uit'h are turning lathes, circular 
saws, band saws, mortise machines, 
etc. On the -second fioor, above the 
carpenter shop, is the shoe shop. 
Here all nece.s.sary benches, tiH>ls 
aiKj machinery are to l>e found to 
assist (he pupils in seeuring a know- 
ledge of the trade. Conspicuous on 
the walls of this building are the 
signs: " Please use supplies as if 
yon paid for them yourself." 

The physical training of the 
pupils is not overltwked at the 
Iowa School for the Deaf, and one 
of the luiildings ivcently erected is 
a first -cla^a gymnasium, equipped 
with the best possible apparatus, 
and a bowling alley. Here the 
girls, as well as the boys, can go 
through a («oiuse of physical train- 
ing. For the girls there are basket 
ball and other indoor athletics. In 
(his building also are situated the 
bakery and cooking school. The 
bakery is supplied with the latest 
style rotary ovens, and the pupils 
are (augh( the science of making 
bread, from mixing the dou^h to 
(he las( s(age when the crisp, 
ev«Mily baked loaf is (urned out 
from the oven. 

The cooking school, located on 
the second floor over the bakery at 
the rear of the gymnasium, is 
divi<led into two <lepari meats, the 
theotelical and the practical. In 
the lecture room the theory of 
cooking is taught, while in the 
model kit<jlien the pupils are 
taught to practice what (hey have 
learned l)y thoiiry in the lw>ture 
room. The kitchen is spo(le«sl.\ 
clean, cleanliness lioing one of the 
principal features impressed upon 
the young women. Not »)nly are 
the girls taught how (he prepare 
meals, l>ut are also shown how to 
serve one and lay on the table. For 
(his purpose (here is a .small dining 
room off the kitchen where the 
pupils aft«r cooking a meal are 
1 aught to serve it. In this depart- 
ment nothing but the daintiest of 
china and plated silver are used. 
E\('iything is as bright as the day 
it came fr»m the shop or factory, 
and the pots and pans, each hang- 
ing on its pnrlienlar hook, glis(eu 
like a mirrOr. 

The school owns a dair.y luid of 
(ir(y llolsteiii cows, which supply 
the milk for the entire institution. 
In the big barn, which is a hand- 
some building in modern .^tyle, each 
cow has its particular stall with it>s 
name painteil on a board over it« 
head. At the rear of each stall 
slates have been fast/oned on the 
wall up<m which Ihe daily rt'sults 
of Ihe milking are written, which 
been copied and furnished to the 
supeiintendent, give a complete 
reconl of ejich animal. 

The boys are taught practical 
farming, and the 100 acies uixm 
which Ihe school is locattnl afford 
every opportunity for this branch. 

HEAD OF THE SCHOOL. 

Henry W. Rothert, who holds 
tiie position of superintendent of 
(his, one of the most important of 
the state institutions, was born in 
Cincinnati, O., September 11, IrtiO. 
He located at Keokuk, la., in the 
mercantile business in 1857. He 
was member and president of the 
scho<d boartl there for nine years. 
Was member of the city council 
and mayor of the city six years. 
He represented the First sen- 
atorial district in the stat«> legis- 
lature eight years and was president 
of the senate two years and occupied 
the position of lieutenant-governor 
one year. During the administra- 
tion of President Arthur he had 
chai-gt* of public lands in Wyoming. 
For the last thirteen years he 
has practically devoted his entire 
life to the work of caring for those 
whom naturt> or accident has de- 
prive<I of the senses of hearing ot 
speech, or iKith. His interest in the 
childiHMi thus afflicted is the more 
in(ense becanse of the that one of 
his own childien. a son, is a deaf 
mute, lender Superintendent 

Rothert's fos(ering care the institu- 
tion has become a homo and school 
combined — and not an asylum — an 
institution where the afflicted pupils 
find not only instruction liut 
sympathy and c<mgenlalct)mi>anion- 
ship.

As tln^ opening Mr. Marne,« made 
tlui euHt)mary " few reniaiks," and 
Dr. (Miaiiila^rlain followed with a 
short sermon on a topics that was 
not exjieeted by fully half a s(!ore, 
who wen^ present and who had i)aid 
their money to attend a Hallowe'en 
parly. All things to their time and 
plaee is a truism, ami it is not just 
to ask people to pay adinissi(ui to a 
social eiilertainnient and then com- 
pel them to undergo a half hour 
sermon of a seetjirian <diaracter.

It is to be hoped that if the work 
of building up St. Ann's to the* 
point where it is to liarmoni/,<' the 
s(^veral widely-scall<u'ed factions 
there must bit a line of demarcation 
between the the religious and social 
features, allowing of the deaf to 
enjoy either or both at their will, 
not against it. 

In this <*riti(Msm th(>re is not a 
wiu'd against the esteemed assir^tant 
rector of St. Ann's but his view from 
the platform was clear, and had he 
been less «Mithusiaslie and sincere, 
he might have .seen, here and tlnu'e, 
twinges of pain ou the faces of 
his audience, caused by remarks on 
conditions that they were in no way 
responsible for. 

Very few of those of our ftdlow 
deaf who are belivers in Roman 
(!alhoIic doetrjnes now attend St. 
Ann's affairs, and Hie n>ason is not 
oliHctU'ed in doubt. On the other 
hand, the desiuuidanlsof the pcopl<> 
from wIkmii the (ircat Master of St. 
Ann's spring, though having no- 
thing in (tounnon with the believers 
of that church, are amiuig its best 
supporliM's and most lilteral givers. 
It is to them that ap|>arently inno- 
cent riMiiarks from tli(> pulpit cut 
like a knifo.
